2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: At page 4, 
line 14, "DTCH" should be changed to — DCCH — to properly describe the operation. 
At page 22, line 12, the word "from" should be deleted. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the 'apparatus in a 
base station' comprising 'a MAC controller', 'a resource controller', and 'a SIG 
controller', and the 'apparatus in a mobile station' comprising 'a SIG controller', 'an RC,

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and 'a MAC controller' must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -58 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Prior art fail to teach a method and apparatus for releasing a Supplemental 
Channel comprising the functions of determining whether to transition from the current 
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state to another state upon request of releasing the Supplemental channel; generating a 
message indicating release of the Supplemental channel and a next state to transition 
to and transmitting the message to a mobile station; and mobile station being 
responsive to the message and releasing the Supplemental channel and transitioning to 
the next state. 



6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Razaiifar et al. patent, the Kim et al. patent, the Gray et al. 
patent, the Lee et al. patent, and the Li et al. patent are cited for further teachings 
relating to channel release and state change. These references, while teaching the 
state change in relation to the release of fundamental channels and dedicated control 
channels, do not teach the determination of state transition upon request of releasing 
the Supplemental channel.
